Departure of Juarex and His Oabinet
flor Mextoo Olty—Balling of Madame
Juares for Vers Cruz [ in a United
States Revenus Cutiter—The Tehuan-
topec Rallroad Scheme Again om the
Beards—The Bearers of the Mysterious
Dewpatchen by the Wilderness.

Kew Onugaxs, July 10.—An official report,
transmitted to the Mexican Consul here, states
that President Juarez and his Cabinet left Sun
Luis Potosi on the 1st instant for the oapital,
where he would be recelved with great pomp
and eclaf as the deliverer of his country and the
defender of republican princples in Mexico,

The Wilderness left this morning, having on

board Madame Juarez, Benor Romero, brother
«f the Mexican Mnisier, nnd bearer o!f im-
portapt despawches to President Juoarex, Senor
samincillo, son-in-law of the President, and
othérs,

Mr, Robinson, of the New Orlenns Republican,
and Emile Lazere, an ex Confoderaie, at one
time an agent of Maximilian, and of Tehaunte-
pee Ravirond grant notoriecy, were the bearers
of the United Stales deapatches so often and so
mysteriously alladed to. Lagere, it is under-
stood, I8 still in the mlerest of tbhe rallway
scheme, and represents Mursball 0, Roberts, of
New York, in securing that which Santa Aona
failed to secure for want of power to fulnl his
obligations, The officers aud men of the Tmpe-
rinl srmy recently landed at Mobile have
arrived here, and will be furnlshed, if desired,
trupsportation to New York,

The Treatment of Maximilinn’s Body,
The New Orieans Bee of July 6 contains the
following story which, we doubt not, will prove
& base invention ;—
“We were Inlormed yesterday by a citizen
who had an interview with three professed Im.
erialist officers, representing that they had
ust arrived from Mexico, who say they were
witnesers of Maximilian's execution, and that
Escobedo lnflicted twenty-five lashes on the
person of the illustrious Prince, with a whip or
cowhide; and that the populace were permicted
to dance wround Lis mutiluted and outraged
body. We glye the statement without vouehing
for itscorréctness, and hoping that it may prove
to be untroe.”

COUNCIL OF EPISCOPAL BISHOPS
AT LAMBETH.

The Departure of Hizshep Potter—His
Address—Postponement of the Diocesan
Conventiion.

The Right Rev. Bichop Potler gatled from
New York yesterday in the stenmer Russla, for
Liverpool, to attend the Eplscopal Councll at
Lambeth, He was accompanied by his deugh-
ter, and will probably be abseut sboul three
months. Before bis departure he issued the fol-
lowing pastoral address:—

To the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese of New
York:.—

-

dwar Brethreni—It becomes my duty to an-
nounce, oflclally, what Is nirendy known Lo
very many of you, that I propose Lo embark for
Epgland on the 10th of July, chlefly with & view
to atlend a memi:m, at the Paluoe Lambeth, of
80 many of the Bishops ia communion withithe
Angliesn Church as can be ppsambled in Bep-
tember, upon Lhe Invilation of Lthe Archblshop
sent forth some weeks sluee.

The decision In favor of thls step was not
reached by me thll after long and auxious ocon-
siveration, 1 had vo wish Lo oro:s Lhe ocesn
this year, and no thought of doing so. Indeed,
there ware liar elronmstances, permonal to
mygelf, which made me very averso to leaving
the conptlry at this time, Durlng the past year
I hadl, indeed, read over some of my old Koglish
letiers, und thought of the faces whioh bad
besmed upon me with 80 moch kindnpess (some
of which are passing away), and I bad felt
keenly thnt 1 would llke to look upon those
thint remaln once wmwore before this earthly
scene should close upon us, Boatl had enter.
tained the hope that & year or two hence such a
vision might be realized more convenleally
than at present.

‘Nevertheless, from the first moment of the
annonpeement of the proposed counnecil at
Lambert, I felv that the very attempl, what-
ever mlght be its Immediate issue, would make
an lmportant era ln the hlstory of our own
apostolic Charel; and I felt, moreover, that
ibe inviiation of the Archbishop, issued not
bastily, but after receiving counsel from the
most welghty quarters, lncluding the convoca-
tlons of the Provionces of Canterbury and York
was of acharacter to command the respect nod
enllst the sympathy of every ocathollesminded
]“ﬁllu‘\, as ol every sarnest and loyal churoh-
man, being, 1t s true, for the ohiefl pasiors of
n gront Reformed Oathiolle and Apostolic ooms
munlon, reaching all round the glabe, &m-
braciog diferent nutlonallties, but knit together
by the same fallbh, the same ardor, and tone
same ritoal, to think of meeting Logether to
oconsult nboul their work and about the lnte-
restsof “the truth as Itls In Jesus.” And ifis be

per to contemplate the 1dea of such u meat-
ng, itis surely proper for any bishon o con-
slder very sericusly with hlmsell, whether he
cunnot be present without material loss o the
interests more immedlately related to him,

Let Congress do its work well. We want
no ing, no supplementary bills, no ex-
planations requiring explanation. *he one
point to be kept well in mind in this, that any
oontest is between the Prosident and Congross,
and not between Congress and the South. All
this tronble was made, not by the Bouth, but
by the President. We only desire to bring
the Bouth back to the Union upon the basis of
universal amnesty and impartinl saffrage.
That must be well and gui dona,

The war left us reconstruction. The aboli-
tion of slavery made it hecsasary that it shonld
be radical. 'We had to retum to the old plan
when the majority of the members of Con
waere the slave-drivers of the Soath, the
slavery-gpaniels of the North, with the inevi-
table pasyment of the Rebuel debt, slave laws,
and the negroes a8 freedmen, and not {reemen,
or else make a new South. This was the
Ermiual problem. Andrew Johnson ocounld

ing about hm%ing ple for treason, he had
made one brief proclamation covering this, He
put stnmbling-blocks in the way, fived the heart
of the North, injured the South, kept the
conntry in turmoil, and had his great office
alipped aond shorn of two-thirds of ite power,
Under the present bill the Southern States
might have finished registration, held thair
conventions, adopted suitable constitutions,
and taken seats in the mext Coungresa., A
great amount of money would have baem
saved. Sheridan’s work, for instance, was
done, and in other departments it was nearly
finished, Now it must be done over again,
with additional expenditures.

Let this be well matured, Two weeks more
are trivial compared with the great intereats at
stake and the perils of ineflicient reconstruc-
tion, The South must be pacified, and our
Mexican affairs must be inguired into. Con-
gress cannot adjourn without a rigid inguir
into our diplomatic relations with Mexico, It
is eaid that during the war we were playing
falsely, that we showed no real neutrality, that
we made our Republic a base of operations for
Frante, and denied the Liberals any power;
that while the people were warmly and pas-
sionately in favor of the Mexican Republie,
our Government was at heart in sympath
with the Irench. It is said that Mr. Campbell
was not ordered to Mexico until after the sar-
render at Queretaro, that his appointment was
not in good faith, and that he was directed to
remain in New Orleans because wae did not
wish to offend the Emperor of the French by
sending a Minister to Juarez. It certainly
seems suspicious that during the agony of the
strife, after the return of Mr, Corwin, no Min-
ister was aeuredited to Juarez. It is even
more than suspicions when we reflact that our
diplomacy in many oases seems to have been
didtated by England and France—to have been
frequently in direct antagonism to the wishes
of Con aud the country. Bo as
Mexico is concerned, our diplomacy has been
either imbecility or knavery. Our national
honor has been wounded. Congress should
hold the guilty to a strict reckoning, and let
the truth be known.

munufacturers’ stocks to an extent unnpsual at
this season of the year, These, with other facts,
would seem to indicate astrong probability that
the supply of domestic goods for the fall trade
will be unusually ample, Under these ciroum-
stances there would seem o be little reason In
the hope entertained among manufacturers that
an #otive business In the fall will induce an
advance in prices.”
